Indianapolis, Aug. 8.— The name of 
the new party is the National Demo- 
cratic party. Ita orfcanizers call those 
Bii]>porting the Chicago platform and 
ticket the Popoliit Demooratio party. 
The national oonrentionof the National 
Demorratic party will be hold at In- 
diauaijulis tlie first week in y<'j)tember. 

There was unanimity in the confer- 
ence on the selection of the name of the 
National Democratic party and also in 
determining to diattngniah the two par- 
ties by refening to thoae anpporting the 
Chicago platform M the Popoliit Demo- 
cratic party. 

Thoro was a conforeiK'' ln'fore the 
provisiouil national coniniitti-t' met at 
which it was decKicrl to call a conven- 
tion and nommatt' another national 
ticket. Si>mi; of the eastern and smith- 
ern members oiiposcd a third ticki't at 
first, but when they were told that in 
the middle states party fealty wa.s so re- 
garded that many Democrats would not 
TOte unless there was a third tu ket, 
then all objections frcjin the east and 
BOntb were witlidrawn and the decision 
to hold aconventiiin was unanimous. 
It was argued that as the campaign 
proceeded and the Kepublicans began 
to saj' harsli things of beniorrats. many 
of the latter would vote for Bryan and 
Sewall, distateful a« the Chicago plat- 
form was to them. 

As the eastern and southern gold 
standard men said they were for any- 
thing to defeat the Chicago ticket and 
platu)rm, they readily consented to the 
plan that had been outlined by the exe- 
eutiTe committee consisting of Bragg of 
Wiaconsin, Byuum of Indiana, Ualde- 
Bian of Kentucky, Broadbead of Mis- 
■onri and Bobbins of Illinois. Henry ti. 
Bobbins of Chicago was the only absent 
member of the ezeoutlTe committee, bat 
Mr. Swing took his place, while Sena- 
tor PataiMr, ez-Maror Hopkins and 
(Mumwm aotire m having the plan 
for a third ticket carried out. Oharlea 
Tncny of Albany, George Foiter Pea- 
body of Brooklyn, John Eaemmea of 
Baltimore and other eastern men did 
not share in the opposition to a third 
ticket The strongest opposition to a 
third ticket came from Rhode Island 
and Texas— the smallest and the largest 
state. They were given the fullest oon- 
sideration beoaose of the desire for 
nnanimoaa action which was finally se- 
cored. 

The telegram from President Oleve- 
land was regarded by all as indicating 
bis sympathy with the movemeut. 
Every mention of the president's name 
was loudly cheered. His portrait was 
the center piece in the assemblv room. 
Ex-Congressmau Onthwaite, who made 
the motion for a convention to nominate 
candidate s for president and vice presi- 
dent, holds a prominent appointment 
under President Cleveland. General 
Bragg, ex- Congressman Byuum and all 
the leaders are considnw Itltlllg ad- 
ministration men. 

The largest visiting delegations, out- 
side of Indiana, came from Keniucky, 
Uliio and Illinois. 

Among tli(^ Kentucky dek-gati's were 
ex-Ciuvernor Buekner, ex-State Chair- 
man Charles K. Lung, Senator A. J. 
Carroll, e.\-Clii<'f Justice Thomas H. 
Uines and K. W. Knott, editor of the 
Louisville i'ost. They accoiiipanied 
Mr. Haldoman, who is a nieinbt r of the 
executive eommittee, ami K. T. Tyler, 
who is a member of tlie natiun.d com- 
xnittee from Kentucky. Tiiey favor 
Carlisle for president, and in event he 
is not nuiiiiiiated they want General 
Buekner for vice president. 

The Illinois and Ohio delegation did 
not ask for anything, but there was a 
general drift for Senator Palmer for 
president. The Kentucky delegation 
also asked for the convention at Louis- 
ville, but Indi^apolis showed a guaran- 
teed fond of #10,000 for all expenstt^ anil 
the guarantee in this case was made to 
a body of very substantial men who 
duly appreciated the be.>t bid. There 
was objectioo from all to b )ldiug the 
convention in any city in which a na- 
tional convention had been held this 
year. The committeemen said we will 
go before the people on the difference 
between the Indianapolis platform and 
ticket and ihe platforms and tickets that 
bear the brands of other cities.

SPAIN'S TROUBLES. 

Vmm at m ■udred .Miiiinn Necaasary te 
Preseeat* th« Cuban War. 

MamuD, Aog. 8.— There was a long 

debate over the budget in the chamber 
of deputies yesterday which has a 
special interest in view of the riots this 
week in the province of Valencia over 
the imposition of fresh tuxes and the 
dissatisfaction over the war in Cuba. 

BenorMorat criticised the dangerous 
projects. He believed it would be bet- 
ter, he said, to convert the debt by 
means ut a credit operation. 

The premier, Senor Canovas del Cas- 
tillo, replied as follows: 

"The goTsmment only desires to meet 
tiie nooaaritiM of tha Cuban war, which, 
liaving swead over the whole island, 
prevents Ooba firom oontriboting for its 
cost. Therefore an extraordinary bodget 
is necessary. The government has al- 
ready been authorized to borrow 600,- 
000,000 pesetas ($100,000,000); but to 
apply to the Bonk of Bpoia for such a 
loan woold make the fldooiary circula- 
tion enormotis. 

"I can not content myself with the 
proposals of the Liberal minority. " 

Senor Silvela, the leader of the dis- 
sident Conservatives (juestioned the 
government a.s t-o the duration of the 
war in Cuba 

Senor ('aiiovas replied te this ques- 
tion tli.it the r- l)els would never van- 
quish Ihe ."^ijaiiish army. Unle.ss this 
happened hi' refused to believe that the 
Spanish people would become tired of 
the war. In that case he reiioiuiced 
public life forever. This a.ssertion was 
treated with cheers. 

The i)remier concluded that lie did 
not oj)pos(^ the negotiations with the 
minority. j)rovided they would give 
him the needful resources to continue 
the war. Spain was determined ut all 
sacrifices to maintain her lovorelguty 
in Cuba.

ATijiMno Orrr, Aug. &— The coro- 
ner's Jury, investigating the wrecking 

of an excursion train near here on J uly 
!iO iu which many lives were lost, re- 
turned three verdicts last night. The 
first is signed by all the joron and for- 
mally declares that the persons were 
killed in the colUsion. Mi 
The second is signed bgr three mem- 
ben. It holds that Edward Farr of tlie 
express train, who was killed, failed to 
have his engine under proper control on 
ap])roachiug the crossing; that Tower- 
man (ieorge A. Haoser. in giving the 
excursion train the right of way over a 
fust exjiress used bad judgment and 
that Kngincer .John tireiner of the ex- 
cursion train erred in not exercising 
greater care in crossing ahead of the 

fast express. 

The third is signeil by the other three 
jurors and finds that the collision was 
caused by the failure of iMigiiieer Kd- 
ward Farr to have his tram under proper 
(onti-ol on approaching the sign.il and 
eiossuig under the rules. It also linds 
Ihar Towerniaii (ieorge F. Hauser may 
have used poor jadgiiient. Hauser, not 
being heltl criminally responsible. Will 
be discharged by the coroner.

The plMits are shedding their leaves as 
if Ootobnr was here and the form 
sqoares and yonng bolls are drying up 
and dropping off the stocks. For sev- 
eral days past forest fires have been rag- 
ing in the rear of the parish extending 
all the way back to the Ooachita river, 
doing great dunage to the timber.

Nkw Yokk, Aug. h. — K. (;. nun A: 
Cfimjiany's weekly review of tnide >ays: 
The f:eiisatioual collapse of speculator^ 
at Chicago, who controlled Diamond 
Match and New York Biscuit stocks and 
had hoisted Oiem to fancy prices, with 
the consequent closing of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange for a period yet indefi- 
nite though followed by rein irkably 
few failures, brings a sudden chLin^-'e in 
monetary conditions throughout tlij 
country. At least a month earlier tbuu 
had been expected Chicago has drawn 
heavily upon Illinois bunk balance here, 
and withdrawals of other western funds 
may naturally result. 

Europe was also moved U> sell Ameri- 
can Stocks rather freely, so that the 
average of 60 most active railroad stocks 
fell about #1.18 per share, and the aver- 
age of trust stocks aboot 11.88. The in- 
stant co-operation of money interests 
with Chicago to restrict disturbance de- 
served praise and did much good, but it 
is not possible to avoid some shock to 
public confidence, and a quick tighten- 
ing of eastern money markets which 
already shuts off commercial loans al- 
most entirely. The collapse also in- 
creased the caution of bankers and other 
lenders regarding loans on seoorities of 
a similar character. 

d It is important that the increase of 
merchandise exports, d8()0,(X)0 or li per 
cent over lust year tor th j week, and 
the decrease of imi)ort^, $700,000 or 7,7 
per cent, still continues to limit the sum 
payable abroad. In five weeks the in- 
crease of exports has been 1^4,800,000, or 
1(> per cent and the decrease of imports 
$<'.i,-20(),000, or IH per cent, whiob ttolps 
to balance accounts. 

The movement of wheat is again 
large, Atlantic exports being 1,T()1, (»;!;{ 
bushels for the week, flour included, 
against 7.");{,;)IH) last ye;u', and since .July 
1, s,^")H,7<J4 buslu'l.>, against J.T-'S.IM!' 
last year. CVnitlu tuig erop rejMirts are 
as numerons and noisy as ever, but the 
more reliabb' mark up winter wheat to 
80O,00U,(KHi l.ushels and the movement 
tends to sustain such estimates, for since 
July 1 western receipts have b«'en 17,- 
t):w,:i;j-' bushels, against !),;5;iO.O-'0 last 
year. It is not easy to believe that with 
prices 10 cents lower than a year ago 
farmers have marketed fi'om a TmftUf 
croji 'M> per ( Ciit mulT wheat. 

C orii is also moving ra[ndly with 
western receipts of -J,^7;i,U;»l bushels, 
against l,ii()l,0T4 last year. 

Tlie situation as to cori^m is douhlcss 
critical for many ))rodurcrs. Kxtreim-- 
ly hot and dry weather has done serious 
harm, but it must indeed be an e.\tra- 
ordmary condition that reduces tlie 
yield •.;(» per cent in August. Men ol 
much knowledge and t'Xperience but a 
few days ago judged a yield of lO.oo,- 
000 bales probable, and if they were 
1,000,000 bales too lugh, still those who 
now predict only 7,000,000 bales are like- 
ly to err in the opposite direction. With 
large a< reag(> it is always safe to remem- 
ber that only a part of the crop is ever 
alft'ctod by misfortuiD's between Aug. 1 
and frost time. The price rose almost 
beyond precedent, three-eighths ou 
WeduLsday uloue, and the ahmn will at 
least be of service to planters in giving 
them better prices, whether bosrert reaf 
ize profits or not. 

Labor is more disturbed than usual. 
The great strike of garment workers 
here has much extended; the strike at 
Cleveland has broken out again, and iu- 
I volves several other branches of labor; 
the iron furnace men of the Sheuaugo 
valley resist a reduction to the wages of 
' May. 188S. thoogb Mahoning Talley 
workara do not; the iron works through- 
' ont the country are striving to cut 
down cost in order to keep in operation; 
the iron mines of the Gtogebic range are 
stopping: the suspension of cotton mills 
has become more general, and over 
4,000.000 spindleo are said to be idle at 
Fall River alone, and probably three- 
eighths or more of the entire producing 
capacity in the country; the rubber 
works have mostly stopped and, not- 
withstanding, the light weii^t opening 
a number of woolen mills also. Evi- 
dently both the working force and their 
wages have been rednoed. 

The ii-ou markets grow less demoral- 
ized in tone because all the associations 
decidi il to maintain prices for this 
month, but the markets ui'e not stronger 
in volume of orders or pareh.uses. I'l es- 
sure to sell, even at concessions, is the 
prevailing rule, and prtoea are almost 

nominal. 

Minor metals are generally weak, but 
prices ot coke and coal are held without 
variation 

Cnrtailiiieiit of produi'tion in ccittons 
does not bring a stronger market, and % 
few (juotatioiis are reduced. Sales of 
light weight woolens are disappointing 
and mainly for cheap grades, and in 
some cases are ;igain redin cd. S.des of

CROPS ARE RAVAGED 

By tlie Recent Heavy Storm 
Throughout Ohio.

Coi.cMBfs. ().. Aug. 8.— A bulletin 

has just been issui-ii by the Ohio depart- 
ment of agriculture which shows that 
the recent heavy rains and windstorms 
did thousands of dollars' damage to the 
crops in all sections of the state, the 
greatest loss being sustained by farmers 
in the southern section, on river bot- 
toms, where acres of corn were rum- 
pletely sulaiierged by high water In 
tliat s'crioii the eroi) is a t<3tal loss. 
Over the state iu general the o.its crop 
suffered severely, iu some instances be- 
ing ruined. The sheaves in the fields 
are rotting and will be worthless for 
market. The estimate hi 81 per cent, 
against 101 per cent last month. Much 
had never been cut, and it is impossible 
to get a self-binder into the fields. 

A large quantity of a very short wheat 
crop had not gone into barns or stacks 
when the heavy rains came, and all 
standing in sheaf is damaged and much 
of it ruined Average condition or per 
cent is 41, a reduction of four points 
since last month. The potato crop has 
been greatly damaged and many are 
rotting in the ground. 

The report says: "Tliis has been a 
most disastrous season for fanners, who 
liave had to contend ,igain.«t winter kill- 
ing of whe.it and later with water, wind 
sti>rms, insect pots, liamagiiig maturing 
crops, so th.it the end uf the year must 
show very little if any proht.'

Gallagher is a yoong man living in 
the outskirts of Morristuwn, and on 
Sunday morning started on a trip to 
GrcH'u Pond, 20 mib sfromMorristown, 
with Jesse Ergen?.iuger and William 
Lapine as companions. 

They are all good wheelmen, and 
during the early hours rode rapidly. 
Gallagher's wheel had drop handle bars 
— tin kind that scorclieis favor — and on 
an easy stretch of ground he could ea.sily 
outdistance his companions. 

He was feeling very well until within 
a short distance of Moant Hope, when 
he remarked to the others that ho felt 
dizzy. A few minutes later lie lost con- 
trol of his wheal and then fell to the 
ground. 

Ergenzinger and Lapine assisted Oal- 
IngluT to Rockaway, which is near 
Mount Hope, and toolc him to the office 
of Dr. Flagg. They told the physician 
how their companion liad been affected, 
and 1k> declared that the young man 
was suffering from paralysis, brought 
on by riding constantly on a wheel with 
drop handle bars.

A QIRL STRIKE LEADKR.

Ob* Ol^tkt SMst interesting young 
woraeu on the east side at the present 
time is Lottie Persky, the 18-year-old 
leader of the girl clothing makers who 
are now on strike in New York. Mi« 
Persky is a Russian HeUew, a workar 
in the shops herself. She is scarcely 
five feet tall, has a wealth of red hair 
and more soond common sense than 
most girls of her age. She led the girl 
strikers last year, and, although she 
will not be daaignated as a leader In 

the present trouble with the contractors, 
she mliuits that she is taking an aotiva 
part in the effort to secure a ten hoor 
day for herself and her fellow workara. 

"I am not an agitator, " she said. 
"No, and I am not a mod(>rn Joan of 
Arc, as they call mo. I am simply a 
working girl who is striking with other 
w orking girls against a state of things 
which, if known to the world, would 
bring us universal sympathy. There are 
a dozen of us who do our best to run 
this strike jiropirly, and all the rest 
contribute ideas, so that in reality we 
are all leaders. We do not hope to gain 
much by this strike. If we are two 
weeks out, we cannot make up that loss 
in a year. But we have to strike. We 
are forci d to it. IJach year they tock a 
few iu( re hours on to our working day. 
They waut to bring us to a 15 hour day. 
We strike ta stop the descent, not to 
improve onr present condition. We are 
more to be pitied than people think. 

"Let me ttdl you a little incident 
which illustrates the feeling the men 
who are crushing us have t<iward us. 
There were a number of girl.s — I was 
one of them — working in a rear tone- 
ineut They sat by a window on the sec* 
ond floor looking down on the conrt be- 
low, and wfirking away with might and 
main. A band was playiiiK in the street, 
and the strains eanu \m akly through 
the alley to the workers. It was raiu- 
ing. One girl dared to protest against 
the continnal work. 

" 'What do you want?* demanded the 
boss. 

" 'A little sunshine; a chance to go in 
the parks,' said the girl boldly.

The vantage ground of tlie trui' lawyer 
it not tho noisy foreusiq arena, hut his 
priyate office, ia. whoso seclusion he cou- 
■nlti antboritiea. onalycos facts and 

carefally weighs tho evidence bearing 
on his case. Realizing tho dignity of his 
profession and liis responsibility as a 
man of honor, ho aim*, tliiou^^li wi?*' 
cotiusols, to prevent litii;:ition rather 
than to promote it. As Bluclii>touo do- 
flnet the law, it is: 

"A science which distiognishcs the 
criterious of right and wrong ; which 
toiid-s tn ostalilisli t!io one and prevent, 
punish or redress the other; which em- 
ploys in its theory the noblest faculties 
of the soul and exercises iu its practices 
the cardinal virtncs of the heart; a sci- 
ence which is universal in its nse and 
extent, accommodated to each iudivid- 
ual, yet comprehending the whole com 
muuity. " 

Judged in this light, it is a suitable 
vocation for women. Especially fitted 
for her ore those hnmches of the profes- 
sion which do not necessitate appearance 
in the courts. For the office work, the 
most important work of the jurist, she 
cau fit her.solf just as well as man. As 
counselor kIio would be oftoiiest sought 
by women, who have a horror of cuuiid- 
log their legal crosses and difficulties to 
a lawyer of tho sterner sex. luthe holi- 
ness of drawing up briefs, abstracts, 
deeds, mortgages, etc., womou can at- 
tain the same facility as iiiou. 

In several of the states of thi' (Jnion 
women are now eligible for admiatiion 
to the bar. Tho enormous exactions of 
tha profession will prevent its ever being 
crowded by tlio physically weaker sex, 
but those who have a taste for hard 
study, who possess that [Miwer of con- 
ceutrated tliought and that clearnoHs of 
vision which coustitute what is called 
the legal mind — those who arc willing 
to work, and whose mental qnalifica- 
tions are backed by robust pb]rsical 
health — need not hesitate to enter tlie 
leagl profession. Tlie woman possessing 
these traits, and with them a persever- 
ance that laughs at difficulties and a 
patience content to wait, if uoed be, 
long yearn for mumsss, leally has the 
reqaisites that make the flxst class ju- 
rist.— ^innaapoUa Tvibnna. 

Mri. Henrotin on the Club MoTement. 

Mrs. Heurotiu. iu her uuuual address 
to the general fidsntiaiit laid cf wom- 
en's dubs : 

"The woman's club movement has 
been one of the educational factors of 
the century. Woman, being above all 
practical, desired to jiut in action some 
of the many theories iu whieli she liad 
become interested, ami most of tlie clubs 
began work on philanthropic lines, and 
tb<7 kaTS en)Wf«d iMr wm» till tbe 



club calendars' now < in brace civics, 
household economies, odueution, wjciol- 
ogy, literature, art and seienre. 

"In many cities tbe clubs havo 
formed federations, which are usually 
divided into departments covering the 
interests of the ctiy. The village and 
town improvement associations are do- 
ing excellent work on the samo lines, 
oud all testify to the growing interest 
of women in civics. When the older 
olnb members recall how Jealooily in 
the past club privileges were goardod, 
they will perceive from the advance 
made how rapidly tho fee'lin^; of reci- 
procity lias developed in the clubs. To 
women who live iu cities the seeuiing 
monotony of life in couutry places is 
diflooli to apprehend. A city woman 
needs her olnb, but to tbe ooontry wo- 
man it ia essential, for life with her 
rans in a groove, and she is in danger of 
dropping into the jx-rsonal on all ques- 
tioufl because she is not in toucJi with 
the activitiea which are the power of 
life. The club takes tho interest outside 
of the narrow individual life and brings 
it into unison with the community life, 
and through the state and gon< ral fed- 
eration the community life comes iuto 
unity with the national life. "

For soiled clothes, garments in want 
of mending, unfinished aewing or gen- 
eral odds and ends you can make a 
light, handy and sightly receptacle by 
FjiendinK a little time and less money 
upciu an ordinary jx-ach basket. 

Get the baski't first and see that it ia 
firm and not lopsided. Scrub it inside 
and out with hot auda and set it upside 
down where it will drain and dry 
quickly — iu the sun-iliino if possible. 
Till n Imy a ft>w yaiils i.f iirint, chous- 
ing a pretty pattern ami colors to matc h 
your rtxim. 

From it cut three breadths, a hand's 
length longer than twice the depth of 
ycnirbaskft. Sew them together, bag 
fashion, fold ak>ng the middle and run 
a case for a drawing string, leaving i» 
double heading an inch deep. Rmi uu- 
other cose at the bottom end, but make 
tho ruffle there deeper— at least two 
inches. For the apper end double the 
cloth down six inches deep, stitcli it 
down neatly, then run two casings iu 
the doable part two iaohes below tb* 
edge. 

Lino the basket inside with tlie same 
cloth put in plain and ooming well over 
the upper rim. Tack it fast ; then put 

on the shirred outer covering, first 
drawing the middle tape to fit and .sew- 
ing it to the liasket rim, so the heading 
shall stand above it. The bottom ou« 
needs simply to be drawu and tied, as 
the slope of the basket will keep it in 
place. In ttie doable casings put narrow 
ribbims, arranging them to draw on op- 
I)08ite sides like tho strings of a reticule. 
They clo.se the mcmth ol the bag foimed 
by the upper part, which more tlum 
doubles the basket's cipacity ami < iv. 
its contents from dust, dirt and prymg 
eyes.

Little girls, children of the well to 
do, mind you, not waifa without clothes 
to tlieir backs, are dressing daily for 
their play tunes in boys' trousers witli- 
out skirts!

Thp Woman Political Orator. 

The Austr.dian correspondent ftf the 
Boston Congngationalist sees ciiaiiges 
for the bt tter as results of woman suf- 
frage in that couutry.

In April last fbrthe first time women 
voted for members of jiarliameiit in 
tjoutli Australia. The number of votes 
was rai.sed from u little over 70,000 to 

There were no such 
startling reealts from the women's votes 
as some seemed to antieipnte. The min- 
istry, whose policy has so strong a so- 
cialistic trend as tn bo scarcely distin- 
guishable from tliat of the "labor 
party, "came back to power, and the 
women do not seem to have materially 
affected the status quo in politics. 

One result of womanhood suffrage 
has been to make parliamentary elec- 
tions more orderly. This seems gem ral- 
ly concedecL Auotlier has been to intro- 
duce now kinds of political macliinery. 
Afternoon teas and similar social func- 
tions are now made by enterprising 
Australian political woman effective 
electioneering agencies. liegaled by 
"til" cup that cheers hut not iiiobii- 
ates, " political male tjrators are led 
fortli by the sisters of their party to 
speak for the good of the cause. There 
are not wanting signs that the political 
female orator will be, if she boS not al- 
ready Ijeeu, ileveloped. 



Learn to Dreii Voor Hair. 

Everything can be learned nowadays, 
or it might be more accurate to say that 
everything is taught. A hairdreasing 
school was one of the acquisitions to 
the city's list of temples of knowledge 
last winter. Only women were aihnit- 
ted aud only tin- care and dressing of 
ladies' hair were taught.

The track is so light than ten 
empty sacks are easily carried strapped 
to the handles.

On February 7th, 1878, Jamea G. 

Blaine dclivereil a speech in the U. S. 
.Senate, on a bill then pending to aathor- 
ize the free coinage of the standard silver 
dollar and make it a legal tender. This 
is the "Speech which the Public Ledger 
c'aims the Bi-llbtin garbled. We simply 
published an extract or two from the 
document, but these extracts were a just 
and fair index to Mr. Blaine's views on 
the subject. It is true he did not believe 
at that time that it would be **aaf^ and 
expedient" to offer free coinage to the 
silver dollar of 412^ grains. He did not 
believe in the coinage of an inferior 
dollar, but he did favor thr unlimlleii roin 
age of a dollar roiilniinmi 4l'-') iji'iihtf <if 
dandard tilvtr, to h<- n /"jal /' luli r In mvj 
(tnmint. As a proof of this he offered an 
amendment to the bill jiroviding for the 
unlimited coinajre of silver dollars of the 
character named. More tlian this he 
said that "tht re»i)on$ibillt!f for re-f$lahli)'h- 
ing iiilver in its ancifttt awl Imnorable place 
(u vioueij ju Enrojie and America derolreii 
realbi vjnn the Congrest of the United Stalft" 
We regret that the speech is so long 
we can not publish it in full. Here are 
some extracts, however, which make in- 
teresting reading : 

"I tielieve gnM aiiit ^ilN er (■'■in to bo tin- money 
of the coustitiitiou — indeeil, the money of the 
American people anterior to the coiL-tilutioii, 
money which the orsanic law of the reptiMii' 
recognized as independent of its own e.vlstence.

"Few persons oan be found, I apprehend, who 
will maintain tbat Concrew poe i e et e e the power 
to demonettw both fold and titver, or that Coo- 
great could b* jnstifled In prohibitlog the coin 
■ge of both ; and yet In loglo and legal conetrac' 
tlon it would be dUBenlt to ahow where and 
why the power of Congresi over silver la greater 
than over gold— greater over either than over 
both. If, therefore, ailver baa been demonetized 
T am In favor of remonetUIng it. If Itt coluaf<e 
has been prohibited, I am in favor of ordering it 
to be resumed. If ft bw been restricted, I am In 
fdvor of orderiiiK it to lje enlarged. 

" The responsil,ility of re-establishing silver In 
it- aiK and honoralile plac e h> money In Kll- 
rope and .\merii'a de\i)l\e^ really upon the Con 
ifress of the I'liited Stat' s. It we act herewith 
wisdom and lirmMes*. we shall not only success- 
fully renioiu tize silver, and brintc it into general 
use as money in our own country, but the influ- 
eiii e of our example will be potential amonu; Ku- 
rcppcan nations, with the possilile exo ption I'i 
Kic'Iaiid. indeed, our a:ininil liidebtmeiit to 
Kurope i~ so (jreat that, if we have tlie riijlit to 
I'ay it in silver, we nei essarily eoerd' those lia- 
lions, by the stroiiifest of all forces, self iiilerest, 
to aid lis In upholiling the value of silver as 
money. Itut If we attempt the remonetlzatiou on 
a basis w hich is obviously l>eIow the fair stand- 
ard of value at it now txUU. we incur all the 
evil eonie<]uencei of failure at home, and the 
certainty of lUcccMful opposition abroad. We 
are, and aball be, the greatest prodnc«n of silver 
in the world, and we have a larger atake in Itx 
complete monetization than any other countrj-. 
Tlt« ilifftrtttet to tht Vniltd ftaleg, hetuYtn the gtHtml 
u-npinnn and tht gnural datrueflOH ntver at 
money In the eommerelal tmrtd, will pomSHy wllhln the 
ntxt haU-eeiilury fqiiat the entire bmideil <!/f>l of Iht 
iiiitlon. But, to gain the advantnije, wr must 
make It actual money, the accepted enual of gold 
in the markets of the world. Remouetlzntlon 
here, followed by general remonetizatlon In Eu- 
rope, w ill secure to the I'nlted States the most 
stable liasi> for its iMirrenrv that we have ever en- 
j.)ycd, and will eH'e( tualiy aiil in ^o'viiu a'l the 
Iiroblcius by uhii h our linam ial situation is sur- 
ruuiidcil. 

"On the much-vexed i|iiestion of a bimetallic 
standard, my own views are suilicienily imli-

be taken to regulate the proportion between 
them, with an eye to their average commercial 
value.' I do not think that this country. hoM- 
Ing so vast a proportion of tlie world's supply of 
silver in its mouiitinii> and it', mines, can att'ord 
to reduce the metal to the 'situation of mere 
mere haiidise.' If silver ceases to be used as 
money in Kurope and .\merica, the iniues of the 
I'ai itic sl,i|,e will be closeil ami dead.

The miner of 
the ore. tbe owner of the bullion, the holder of 
the coin, and the government that iuues It, will 
all In turn be benefitted. It will yield a profit on 
re( oinaKeand will be advantageously employed 
in our (ommercial relations with foreign Coun- 
tries. Meanwhile it will insure to our lalwrers 
at home a full dollar's pa;- for a dollar's worth of 
work. 

'■ I thiiii; we owe this to the American laborer. 
K\ir since we dtiiMUK tizi d the old dollar we 
have been runnim; out mints at lull speed, colr.- 
im; a new s|l\er dollar f.o the n^e of the Chinese 
coolyaud thi liidiiiii pnriiih -a clollar containing 
4JJ grains of standard silver, w illi its superiority 
over our ancient dollar ri^teiilatiously en;;raved 
on its reverse side. To these ' outside barbar- 
ians ' we send this superior dollar, bearln;; all 
our iiationHl emblems, our patriotic devices, our 
pious inscriptions, our goddess of liberty, oiirdi - 
llant eagle, our federal unity, onr tru-t in lioi'. 
This dollar contains "J-g grains more silver than 
the famous ' dollar of our fathers.' proposed to 
be recolncd by the jiending bill, and more than 
lour times as many of tbeie newldoUam have 
already been coined as ever were coined of all 
other silver dollars in the L'ulted Statcf . In the 
exceptional and abnormal condition of the silver 
market now existing throughout the world we 
have felt compelled to Increase tbe weight of the 
dollar With which we carry on trade with the 
heathen nations of Asia. Shall we do less for 
tbe American laborer at hornet Kay, shall we 
not do a little better and a Uttle more lor those 
of our blood and our own dresldsT 

' The bill which I now oObr M a substitute for 
the house bill contains three very simple provis- 
ions; 

' 1. That tbe dollar shall contain 435 grains of 
standard sliver, shall have unlimited coinage 
and be an unlUatled legal lender. 

' 3. That all tbe prodis ol coinage shall go to 
the govemmsot, and sot to tht operator in silver 
bullion.

DWARF ESSEX RAPE. 

Jk V.»id:t Vormgm Plut Worthy of Trial 

Mnny pl ants of tho tnmip family 
wifh-tand frost so well that their growth 
('.(, 's not stoj) until the severest weather. 
The best of these cruoiferooa plants for 
the fall and the early winter pasturing 
rf sheep and cattle is the bro:!'l l eaved 
Dwarf Essex rape, which has a stalk aud 
6ower like mustard and leaves like 
those of the turnip, with a root resem- 
bling that of tile cabbui.c Trsts at th'^ 
Micbigan. Ohio, Wisconsin and other 
statious have showu that rape may bo 
grown on any soil which will produce 
corn or wheat, and it does not need 
warm weather for its perfection. Thr 
least desirable soils for rape are still 
clays or impoverished land, while it 
seems to thrive bist on muck soils. 
It is neces-ary to take some pains to 

ciU' L,' i M ' (1, as much of the rape 

seid in the market is worthless for for- 
age purposes. To provide an abundant 
supply of readily available plant food 
for the very r.ipid growth of tho rape 
plant, ti e soil should be made very 
mellov.-. It maybe jilanted at any time 
during til" sumiiii r. but t arly in .July 
gives the best results for sheep pasture. 
If sown under favorable conditions the 
third or fourth week in Juno in Wiscon- 
sin, it was ready to feed in August. It 
(b es best drill' d in rows .To incbes apart 
and 1 incli deeji, using 1 to <! jiounds of 
s. .'d per aei e, ]>iit in with a Planet 
drill. If sown broadcast or if the ground 
is verjr dry, 8 to 4 pounds will be re- 
quired. Thus writes a W( stern eorre- 
sjioiidont of The American Agricultur- 
ist. He adds: 

By the middle of i^ej)teinl i^r the rape 
pasture is n ady for use. but farm ani- 
mals .should bi- given u full feed before 
being turned into tho field. Though it 
is pre-eminently adapted for fattening 
lamb.s, cattle and swino may bo pa- 
tured on th" rape fu bl. It may taint 
the milk of dairy cows. In Jlieliiuai 
one acre of rape pasture, costing 1 
th.m f}.], has fed nine lumbs for seveu 
weeks, pnKluciiig an average gain in 
each lumb of 21 pounds. Even bettc 
results were had in Wisconsin. It ha 
bt'( n successfully wi'^wn and fed at th 
t)ntario agricultural collej;(> for fivi 
sea.sons, an average acre supplying foo( 
for 1.5 lambs or one heavy steer duriu, 
tin pasturing period of from two to 
three months. At the Minnesota experi 
ment station rape has been comparec 
with timothy liay for feeding sheep 
The increase in live weiglit iijdic.it<'d 
that two-tliirds of an ai'ie of ra]ie ^v 
worth a ton of timothy hay for feeding 
she ■( p. This hardy forage plant is worthy 
of trial for full and winter pasture, as 
it adds a profitable crop to the usual ro 
tatinu and prolongs the period for paS' 
tuiiug.

The atltuk 
of Juno 3 was a feeble cue. There was 
little to oppose it, but the little was 
efreotiv& General Bdtler had a forro

above Petersburg, while (Jrant. witli tlie 
main force aiming at Kichmond, lay at 
Ci Id Harbrjr. At City Point, on the 
James, Ik low Butler's position. General 
Kautz was iu bivouac with two small 
brigades of cavalry.

The 
main Confederate force in the works at 
Petersburg consisted of Wise's brigade 
of 2, 400 men. It v, ;us posted in front of 
(rilmon^; ht nee Kautz exjM'cfed to sur- 
prise and ovi rrun the slender guard on 
the pLmk roacL 

At the first appearance of tho Federal 
cavalry on the Jemsolcm road on the 
morning of the!)th the alarm bells were 
rung in Petersburg, a signal of danger 
to call to arms the local defenders of tho 
city. They consisted of old men and 
Ixiys aniii d v. ith fowling pieci'S and 
pistols. Even the jails and hospitals 
had been emptied of convicts aud con* 
valescents, who were transformed into 
soldiers as "penitents" and "patients. " 

The uniijue militia which was to savo 
Petersburg and comi)el Crant t<) expend 
t»n months in siegi- fought that day un- 
der the veteran General James B. Col- 
st' ii, who happened to be in the city. 
Uo placed the "penitents" aud "pa 
tienls" in the lunettes on tho plank 
road. Kant/'s iik n moved uj) caxitious 
ly, skirmivhiiig well to the front. Abiut 
10 o'cl 'ck iL m. they carried the lu- 
net ted by a mounted charge. Gcucral 
Colston, as he says, had about 225 mill 
tia at the point attacked, and they 
stood to the work until about one-fourth 
of them had be en shot down and their 
positi')n enveloTied on tliree subs by 
Kautz 's troopers. 

Colston withdrew his militia to a line 
at tho waterworks, nearer the city, 
where ho was re-enforced by a brigade 
of cavalry and a battery in position.

At the s;une time 
Hauooek was ordered to march lii.s 8ec- 
oud cori>s from Cold B^bor and sup- 
port Smith. 

Smith enootmtercd the Ckmfederatcs 
behind strong iutn iiehnients as soon as 
ho crossed tho James. In the course of 
tli<' day he p.irrii d by .«t'irm seveu f.irti- 
fied batterii s and a mile aud a half of 
infant rj- p;u upet.s. Fr(;m prisoners takeu 
Smith learned that Coufedentte re-en- 
foroements were marohing into Peters- 
burg ftom the army lines up tho Jamrs. 
Ho also learned for the tir.st tim(> that 
Hancock was marcliing to the field At 
nightfall on the 15th Hancock's column 
was six miles frrjm Smith's bivouac. 

This failure to capture Petersburg on 
tho 16th gave rise to mnch oontrovCT sy , 
the late arrival of HanciK k's coqw be- 
inn cited as the cauea The dist.ance 
from the point where Haueo<:k huided 
his troops that morning to Smith's camp 
was 15 milen. His irj-struotions were to 
move upt«ja certain position on the 
c:ify Point and Petersburg railroad, 
near Petersburg. That point provi d 1. 1 
be within the Confederate lines. Han- 
K'k riceived his orders tlirough CJen- 
erul Meade, who was at Cold Harbor, 
in front of Uiehmond. Smith received 
his instructions through Butler, who 
as also absent from the scene, at Ber- 
muda Hundred. In liis report Hancock 
aid that he didn't know until after 5 
'clock p. ill., the 15th, that Smith Was 
to attiM'k the ( nf'iuy's work& 

On the ( 'oiifederate sido the defense 
of Petersburg ut the outset was left to 
chance.

In the 78 years since they began they

Arthw Sawall was bom Nov. 2S. 
1885. He was educated in tho public 
schools of his native city .,ntl niterid 
his father's shipyard as an apprentice. 
In the course of time he and his brother 
Edward succeeded to the business. They 
formed the firm of B. A A. Sewall. This 
was in the year 1864. When Edward 
Bewail died, in 1879, tho firm name bo- 
camo A. Sew all t'c ( 'o. 

A turtuiit) Well Won. 

By suocessful mauagemcut of his va- 
riooa shipping interests Mr. Sewall has 
amaaaed a considerable fortune. He is a 
man of sterling integrity and general 
worth and has always held a high placi- 
socially in the cotnnmnlty in wbloh he 
has lived from childliood. 

Mr. Sewall served in the city govern- 
ment as aldermau two years. He was 
difaalor e( ttie Maine Central railroad, 
and early In the eighties became its 
president. In 1888 he became president 
of the Eastern road and continued in 
ttiat offico until after its consolidation 
with the Boston and Maiuo, wIk n he 
was made a director in the latter com- 
pany. In 1888 he was ehoaen a member 
of the national Democratic committee. 

In 1872 b^ was pre^ijit at tho Demo- 



neetioii with the late history of Samoa. 
He was bom in Butb iu IbAO. Having 
been fitted for college in the public 
schools of his native town, ho entered 
Harvard university in 1878. 

In INS'J he {graduated with high hon- 
ors and inuiu diately thereafter entered 
tho Harvard law school, where he com- 
pleted the fall three years' course and 
received the degree of LL. B. Iu 
March, 1887. he became oonanl general 
at Apia. Bamoa. In that position hr 
came into national prouiinence. Tli* 
affairs in Samoa at that time were very 
complicated. Germany wanted to ex( r- 
else a protectorate over tho islands, 
which would have resulted In her an- 
nexing the best of them. England and 
the United States wanted a native gov- 
eiiini'Ut. 

Harold Sewall scon attracted atten- 
tion by his ofticial cour.se. He was finally 
summoned to Washington by Secretary 
Bayard and fteqnent^ appeared before 
the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions. He testified so freely and fully 
before that committeo that Secretary 
Bayard n qm sti d his resignation on the 
ground that his openly expressed viowB 
on Samoan affairs did not agree with 
those of the state department. His res- 
ignation was tendered and accepted. 

Tho wife of tho vice presidential nom- 
inee is a woman of rare mental attain- 
ments. .She is po.ssessed of an artistic 
temperament and great ability as a 
painter, to which a large collection of 
water colors and landaoape photographs 
made by her on two oontinanta bears 
witness. 

Mis. ,"<ewall was educated at a then 
famous fitting school iu Ipswich a)id 
afterward traveled in England, remain- 
ing abroad for a oonaiderable time. 
Gifted with the power of observation 
and with the ability to recognise the 
interesl^Mi her reodniaoeDoaa of Ea-' 



ropean life are charming whenever they 
are called np In the oompaDionship of 

her intinuite friends. 

Though her health has not been good 
for several yean, ahe la In no aenae an 

invalid. 

Mrs .'^f wall haa been a stuilent and a 
wide reader and Is proficieut in French, 
which has alwaya been a favorite Ian- 
gaage with her. She is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with this country, having vis- 
ited every ])art of it. She lias crossed to 
tlie Paeitic on every transcontinental 
line, and hi-r camera ha< caught for lier 
bits of scenery in almost every comer of 
the land She is an expert amateur pho- 
tographer and has received diplomas for 
her work in Paris, New York and Bos- 
ton. 

\V)un thi' news of hiT husband's 
nomination for the vue presiileney ^vas 
brought to her by her son, Harold M. 
Sewall, it waa a surprise that woa not 
altogether pleasing, for since the retire- 
ment of Mr. Sewall from the presidency 
of the Maine Central railroad she had 
indulged the hope that he would retire 
from tho activities which hud crowded 
his busy and auooessful life and enjoy 
the comfort of his beautiful Washington 
street home in the society of their chil- 
dren, who reside olo.ie by. 

Tlie wife of Mrs. t-ewall's so:), Har 
old M. , was Miss Camilla Loyall A'jIh 
of San Franci.sou, daughter of Richard 
Ashe, who won honors in the Mexican 
war. She ia the niece of Admiral Fur- 
rngut, for whom the grandchild of Ar- 
thur 8ev,:ill was named.

The port of his whole life in which 
Mr. Sewall takes tho greatest interest id 
his career aa • shipbuilder and ship- 
owner. His belief in the fcturo fif 
American shiiipiiig Jia> never llaggul. 
Iiidec d, he is nl^ont the only man in the 
country who has pen-isfed in I nilding 
ships in the face of what other builders 
have ocMDsidered disaster. During the 
first administration of Ck veland grasi 
grew in every wooden shipbuilding 
yard on both coasts. But during the last 
few years of the eightiis Mr. Si wal), 
belit^ving that a turn for the U tter had 
or soon would come, resiuued building, 
and with greater earaestooss than ever 
before. 

There followed In quick succi ssion 
four ii;onsters, each repiuK iitiny a sum 
beyond Sj: r.i:),(>UU. Thi .^e were the liap- 
pahannock, Shenandoah, Sus'juehanna 
and Iloauoke, all wooden vessi Is, aver- 
aging about 8,000 tons net each, capable 
of canying easily a tonnago iu cargo of 
half as much more. Of these vessels the 
RappahaniKK^'k was destnyed by fire 
from spontaiieou.s couilmstit;!! i:i the 
South Pacific ocean isauie years ago. 

Tho other threu are still ulloat, mak- 
ing the long voyages, and one or sm- 
other is frequently s(-en in the T i-t 
river.

All arc mag- 
nificent vessels, and as a fleet are classed 
superior to any other similar fleet under 
one c-ontrol in the world. Tlio last ship 
constiucf 1(1 by Mr ."^i wall is the Dirigo. 
This veSM 1 wa.-i launched tv.o yfars ago 
and nie;i.--u!t.s J.s.Mi tons. Siie is built 
of steel and is the hriit steel sailing 
ship built in America. To show in what 
proportion the business cf tho S<rwall 
family has grown iu couipanson with 
the growth of other large ln^.<lne^■.«t ,-. < f 
tlie e.Hintry, it may l>e stated that tlie 
tonnagi' of the Indiana, launched in 
Ibiti, is 1.48b, while that of the Roan- 
oke, launched Ifl years later, is 8,400, 
nearly 2'^ times as great. 

In addition to his large tleet of s'l'iarr 
riggi (1 (]• cj) wati r shijis, Mr Sewall 
has t'( ustrurted and niana^res a large 
fleet of tliree and four masted Kchooners 
which ore engaged in tho coal, ice and 
lumber trade on the Atlantic coast On 
of these vesael.s, the Carrie A. Lane, a 
three masted schooner of less than s(J(i 
tons, was sent seme years ago around 
Cape Horn from New York to San 
Francis.'o. She was the first vessel of 
anything liko her kind or siae to make 
this voyage. 

nu Faith Id Our Mrrcliant Marine. 

Though little given to exploiting his 
opinions, Mr. Sewall can always be 
aroused to enthusiaam on hia favorite 
topic of the future of Amorioa'a mer- 
chant marine. 

He said in 1894: "We will yd buili 
as many .stet 1 ships as we have wotnlen 
ones if congress will only contiiiuu to 
k> ep out foreign ships from competition 
in our own trade with thoae built on 
this side. I would like to aee all our 
shijis continmid to be treated as well as 
we have our coastwise trallic, in which 
c.'i.se we are sure to have at no distant 
day the finest mirehant miu'ine afloat. 
The only reason that wo have any large 
ships afloat today ia because the New 
York and Ban Franolaoo' trade eomef 
within tho definition of coastwiaa traffic. 

"Thero is a great surplus tonnage 
afloat, it is true, but with that it sim- 
ply comes to a question of the survival 
of the fittest, and we could be counted 
upon to take far more than our share. 
Americana oan oompete with the world 
at shipbuilding in wood today. We are 
rapidly uoaring tho point where wo oan 
<lo so in the case of stitel and iron ships. 
Under the law that was iu forcowheii I 
built the Dirigo, I brought her plates 
and bars from the other aide duty free 
and spent all tha mociay for labor in 
Bath, employing abont 800 men for sev- 
eral mouths." 

Mr. Sewall's views fin till' silver (jut s- 
tiou are most pronounced, and it is said 
that ho utterly repudiates the allegation 
that he is a recent convert to the free 
coinage theory, but claims, on the con- 
trary, that he was ouo of the plo&eers 
of the movemout iu Maine.

When it strikes tho 
target, a pluugi r sets off the detonating 
substances, which exj 1"d"> tin gun cot- 
ton. A U' inch sin II ot the tyjn rb'- 
scribed has a siuashing eiu rgj' at a dis- 
tance of 1,000 yiu-ds of a 1,000 tons, 
sufficient to raise the new battleship 
Koorsargp two feet iu the air. On im- 
pact its energy is suddenly transformed 
into heat, raising it to a tempi rature of 
thousands of degrees. It b« conics white 
hot and is partly melted. 

The explosive shell is not expected to 
piercM.' the thick armor of a battleship, 
but it ia able to enter the unprotected 
ends of the war vessel and make havoc 
inside. Thiit is one way in which the 
showers of small, bursting projectiles 
thrown by raiad tin guns at the battb 
of the Valu did such fearful damage. 
The entering shell works mischief in 
thr(« ways : It makes a hole, it sets fire 
to tho woodwork all around and it lib> 
orates suffocating funics. 

If one of the new styh' shells eflfrctod 
an i iilraiice into the strongest battle- 
ship, the latter would be imiiicdi.itely 
rendered hors do combat. The wai>hip> 
of tho future will have to be absolutely 
fireproof, inasmurh as it has been proved 
by the experience of the Yalu fight that 
all wiNidwork aboard is likely to be set 
on fire by the explosive jirojectiles. No 
Wooden boats can be carried into battle 
on this account, so that the sea fighter 
in coming naval battles mtut literally 
win or perish.

WINDMILL IRRIGATION. 

Thli Is the B«*t Form of Sapplyinc W»t«r 
hj Private Bntorpria*. 

Irrigation by private enterprise is 
pnotioable in its best form— water rais- 
ed by windmill pomp into a reaerroix^ 
over a considerable part of the arid re- 

gions. It is of interest to the farmers 
e.-Mt of the Missouri river, for it ia prar- 
tirable, and probably would Ix' highly 
profitable in every state of the Union. 
At least this is the opinion expressed by 
a corraapondent of Ckmntry GentlaoaiPb 
who adds: 

In certain part« of RanRoa there la an 
nbuudant flow of water 15 to 23 feet be- 
low tlie surface, which can easily bo 
tapped by wells, and the water can be 
raised into reservoirs by windmill 
pumps at a oost that makes tbe irrigat- 
ing of gardens, tmek patches, berry and 
melon fields, etc. , highly pro^tablc. For 
melons, vegetables and berries there is 
a good market in Colorado and other 
mining and nonagricultnral territory. 
The water is so cold us it OOmes from 
the wells that it mtut be warmed in 
reserroira befbra it la pat on the land. 
The windmill manufacturers are, of 
course, preutly interested in thi.s form 
of irripatioii, and have made wonderful 
im])rovrments in windmill piunps dnr- 
iim till iiast two or three years. 

Windmill ixrigatioa baa been tested 
by scores ot market gardMMra and 
farmers in Illinois and Wisoozuin, with 
highly satisfactory resnlts — rosalts that 
show tliat this form nf irriajatiou should 
receive the cousideriitiou of farmers ev- 
erywhere.
